.As an erroneous impression aj)pears 
to exist in many quarters respHcting 
this (le]>nrtment I may state that the 
subscription paid by each employe is 
not calcufated to cover tho expenses of 
convalescence, nor does it )irovide for 
the admission into hospital of any ex- 
cepting those injured on construction. 
.Men who from sickness are unable to 
work naturally cease to be employes, 
and as -.such can scarcely expect Mr. 
Onderdonkito provide them with board 
or to pay wages in addition to their 
medical attendance. 

So far nn 1 can learn the same rule 
obtains here as with the employes at 
Burrard Inlet, but with these two no- 
ticeable distinctions : tho railway men 
aro provided with medicines free of 
charge and their subscription is just 
one-half that of the millmon.
